RADIO CONTROL 


:*Ko»»*a8«3i»*^^ 


The third national radio .conference, called by Secretary 


Hoover to meet in Washington September 30%, will discuss 
matters of interest to every person interested;p yadio, including 
a great army of amateurs and mere listeriers.-™ 


The great problem is to make broadcasting more effective. 


Various means are suggested for this purpose. Present wave-- 
lengths may Jbe changed to avoid interference among stations 
using wave-lengths too close together. There may be .a greater 
use made of shorter wave-lengths or high frequencies, whi^h 
are now giving remarkable results in experimental work.^JRroa'ei. 
casting stations may be re-classified and many of-them discon^-' 
tinued. Means may.be found for eliminating a good deal of the 
electrical interference from outside sources. 


Perhaps the suggestions of most general interest are these: 


Inter-connection of broadcasting stations, limitation of power, 
division of time and zoning of broadcasting stations." Action 
along these lines might be revolutionary. 


There is already considerable broadcasting by "intercon- 


nection", the tWo or more stations sending out the same pro- 
gram being usually connected by a land wire, although a station 
may amplify and,relay a program received by air. This method 
is capable of great development, and is likely to grow with the 
natural merging of radio interests. 


By limiting the power of sending stations, and dividing 


their time and territory, local broadcasting would be facilitated. 
Powerful stations from a distance would no longer be able to 
break in so easily. The "distance hounds" would be discouraged. 
This would be a more democratic arrangement, but would not 
promise the big, expensive and high-class programs'possible to 
a group of stations broadcasting at once.

RADIO CONTROL 


:*Ko»»*a8«3i»*^^ 


The third national radio .conference, called by Secretary 


Hoover to meet in Washington September 30%, will discuss 
matters of interest to every person interested;p yadio, including 
a great army of amateurs and mere listeriers.-™ 


The great problem is to make broadcasting more effective. 


Various means are suggested for this purpose. Present wave-- 
lengths may Jbe changed to avoid interference among stations 
using wave-lengths too close together. There may be .a greater 
use made of shorter wave-lengths or high frequencies, whi^h 
are now giving remarkable results in experimental work.^JRroa'ei. 
casting stations may be re-classified and many of-them discon^-' 
tinued. Means may.be found for eliminating a good deal of the 
electrical interference from outside sources. 


Perhaps the suggestions of most general interest are these: 


Inter-connection of broadcasting stations, limitation of power, 
division of time and zoning of broadcasting stations." Action 
along these lines might be revolutionary. 


There is already considerable broadcasting by "intercon- 


nection", the tWo or more stations sending out the same pro- 
gram being usually connected by a land wire, although a station 
may amplify and,relay a program received by air. This method 
is capable of great development, and is likely to grow with the 
natural merging of radio interests. 


By limiting the power of sending stations, and dividing 


their time and territory, local broadcasting would be facilitated. 
Powerful stations from a distance would no longer be able to 
break in so easily. The "distance hounds" would be discouraged. 
This would be a more democratic arrangement, but would not 
promise the big, expensive and high-class programs'possible to 
a group of stations broadcasting at once.
